bo willing to listen and obey, he 
added. 


The speaker recalled the words of 
Sir Walter Scott In a letter to his 
nephew In which he declared: "If 
you ever see a good fight anywhere 
it is best to get In it." Dr. Turner 
challenged his listeners to see » 
"Rood fight" In the 
battle

Christ. 


The college president listed the 


ability "to be yourself" as the first 
requisite In the development of a 
pleasing personality and a distinct 
individualism that tends to disclose 
the highest and noblest qualities 
within a person. 
"From this point forward," Dr. 


Turner asserted, "you must become 
your 'better' self." "If you are not 
better than your

fathers, then you are not worthy 


of the age In which you live," he 
pointed out, adding that "you must 
take all that has been achieved In 
the past and continue to build to- 
ward a richer, finer life." If th« 
youths of this generation fall, then 
they are not worthy of the day In 
which they live, he said. 
Lastly, after achieving this goal, 
a person must strive to become 
his "best self," Dr. Turner assert- 
ed. After reaching this point, he 
must be ever reaching for the nob- 
ler, 
higher things that constitute 


the- Godlike way of life, he added. 
"Every person has the power to 


determine his own destiny," Dr. 
Turner concluded, "and to him who 
seeks the aid of Jesus Christ will 
all things be possible."

ammunition?" 


The Scandinavian coun- 


ties and Holland had those 
requirements in abundance. 
Indeed, 
they

been recognized by the rest 
of the world as examples of 
genuine civilization. Almost 
wholly free from slums and 
poverty, highly literate and 
cultured, 
peaceful, 
they 


thought they did not need 
guns and ammunition to pro- 
tect 
themselves. 
Sweden, 


which, was better prepared 
than the others to fight ag- 
gression, is the only one of 
the group which has not 
suffered direct attack, but 
its situation now is far from 
free. 


In a sane 
and 
decent 


world, with no mad dicta- 
tors carving themselves new 
world power, social strength 
and sound family life alone 
might save a nation from all 
perils. In a world threaten- 
ed by military might, the 
wise will also be militarily 
strong.

"My war aim ia. . .social 


security," declared 
Ernest 


Bevin, Britain's Minister of 
Labor, in a speech to the 
London, 
England, 
Rotary 


Club reported in the cur- 
rent issue of The Rotariun 
magazine. "If this old coun- 
try is beginning to weave 
that into its economic life, 
now, even while the strug- 
gle is going on, is not that 
the answer to Hitler?

court by Mrs. Alice Crockett, an 
attractive brunette, sought $8,000 
from Wiedemann, Hitler's former 
' personal adjutant, in payment for 
an alleged visit to Germany, 
Mrs. Crockett, a Swiss native 


•who said she once played In mov- 
ing pictures. under the name of 
Alice Gulden, asserted she went to 


^ Germany at tho request of Wlede- 
J! mann who wanted her to find out 


if he still was a Hitler favorite. 
"It's all bunk," said 
Otto A. 
Hoecker, 
the 
attorney 
whomo 


Wiedemann said would do his talk- 
Ing for him. Hoecker referred to 
the complaint which made the fol- 
lowing charges: 


Under a verbal agreement with 
Wiedemann, Mra. Crockett left San 
Francisco June 9, 1939. She re- 
turned the 
following December 


after having spent $5,000 of her 
own funds, which she wanted re- 
turned, along with payment of an 
agreed salary of $500 a mnoth for 
the six months she was gone. 
Hitler, Propaganda Minister Jo- 
seph Goebbels and Field Marshal 
Herman Goering all assurdd Mrs. 
Crockett that Wiedemann, consul 
general here since March, 1939, was 
properly doing his consular work 


i> and also his duties as "chief of the 
V espionage service" of the German 


government in this country. 
Hoecker said Wledemann's ver- 
sion of his relations 
with 
Mrs. 
Crockett shaped up in the follow- 
ing manner: 


She came to the consulate in tho 
Spring of 1939 and professed inter- 
c_t in the nazi 
wanted to work 
philosoph; 
for Germ 
and 


Germany In 
this country. But Wiedemann told 
her he had no place for her. 
That summer, she wanted to go 
to Germany and asked Wiedemann 
for a letter of introduction to Ger- 
man movie industry leaders, Wiede- 
man tried to dissuade her, but re- 
luctantly gave her a letter to a Mr. 
Paul, German film leader. 


In the Spring of 
1940, 
Mrs. 
Crockett wrote from New York 
that she was ill and needed money. 
Wiedemann charitably sent 
her 
$100. In November she asked for a 
JBOO loan, which Wiedemann re- 
fused. 


"The upshot of it was this suit," 
Hoecker said, "and the business 
about propaganda and espionage 
was obviously inserted to prejudice 
the case."

Post Commander C. E. McWH- 
llams announced that all arrange- 
ments have been completed to 
register every local Legionnaire 
and World War veteran if possible, 
The local registration is part of 
the nationwide program of The 
American Legion to catalog the 
qualifications and talents for fu- 
ture possible home defense ser- 
vice of all Legionnaires and war 
veterans. Th» registration is to 
be entirely voluntary. 
There Is 
nothing compulsory about It. 


The registration will provide lo- 
cal posts everywhere, their de- 
partment headquarters, and 
na- 
tional headquarters of The Amer- 
ican Legion with complete Index- 
es of the qualifications, experience 
education and apeclal training of 
every member, nnd war veterans 
In general. These Indexes will con- 
stitute a vast pool of Ariierlcan 
Legion resources 
In manpower 


: and potential abilities that will en- 
able the government to draw upon 
it for national defense purposes 
according to Us needs. For 
in- 
stance, If the government requires 
the services of some sort of a tech- 
nician of proved loyalty in a cer- 
tain locality it can locate such an 
individual without delay by ap- 
pealing to The American Legion 
in that community. The post to 
have a complete Index of every lo- 
cal World War veteran, showing 
his capabilities, and thus will be 
able to produce quickly the man 
with the 
specific 
qualifications 
for the specific job. Similarly de- 
partmcnt and national headquart- 
ers will have Indexes, only on 
larger scales. 


The February 22nd registration 
will be entirely voluntary on the 
part of the local Legionnaires and 
World War veterans," said Com- 
mander McWIlllams.

A» things now stand the British 
and Japanese are fairly well set 
for action. 'The position Is so tense 
that It would be too bad if some- 
body accidentally let off a gun, 
for it might start hostilities. The 
Mtuatton Is this: 


The Japanese, taking advantage 
of France's collapse, have estab- 
lished a military and naval base 
In French Indo-Chlna. They have 
a considerable land force there, 
and a large fleet is said to be 
cruising In those waters. This given 
Japan a powerful position about 
midway between Britain's Singa- 
pore and the Philippines and only 
some 600 miles from each. 


Singapore, which-la one of the 
most powerful naval bases tn the 
world, is the giant which guards 
the gateway between the Indian 
Ocean and the Pacific—the lane 
between Western Europe and the 
Orient. It is the guardian of the 
Malay Peninsula and the vastly 
rich Dutch East, Indies which the 
Japanese covet so greatly to fur- 
ther their program of self-suffi- 
ciency. 


A successful attack on Singapore 
would just about make Japan at 
least temporary mistress of the 
Far East. 
Despite these circumstances

VICHY, France, Feb. 20.—(/P)— 


Transportation authorities assert 
ed today that Germany had re- 
quisloned $320,000,000 worth of the 
rolling stock of French railways 
—every 
third 
freight 
car 
in 


France. Of the 
remainder, only 


one quarter are in the unoccu- 
pied 
zone—-60,000 cars to serve 


two-Hfths of the nation. 


Before 
the war, It was said, 


France had 450,000. freight cars of 
10, 20 and 30-ton capacities. After 
the armistice last June, tho Ger 
mans began to requisition them 
systematically, taking mostly 23- 
ton cars. By November, they had 
taken 85,000 cars, and ny Jan- 
uary, had 615,000 more—a third of 
the total equipment.

Bad Debts—Year In Deductions 
To be allowed as a deduction from 
gross income, a bed debt must have 
been determined by the taxpayer 
to be worthless within the taxable 
year for which it Is claimed and, 
where books are kept, It also must 
have been charged off within the 
same year. The necessity for this 
provision is obvious. If 
a 
debt 


could be deducted'without the re- 
quirement that it be charged off 
the taxpayer's books, the certainty 
of its worthlessness would be open 
to question. Neither the taxpayer 
nor the Government could be cer- 
tain that a debt would 
not be 


claimed more than once. 
If a bad debt were allowed as a 


deduction without regard to the 
year when it became worthless, 
such charges could be accumu- 
lated to be deducted in

Court action as 
roof that the debt Is worthless 
a not essential. 
It is optional with the taxpayer, 


n a year prior to that in which a 
debt becomes wholly worthless, to 
ake a deduction for partial loss If 
partial worthlessness occurs. 
The provisions of the Internal 


Revenue Code with respect to bad- 
debt and partial bad-debt deduc- 
tions are not applicable to a tax- 
>ayer, other than a bank as do- 
'ined by the Act, where the debt 
s evidenced by bonds, debentures, 
notes, or certificates, or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness, Issued by 
any corporation (including those 
saued by a government or politi 
cal subdivision thereof) with inter- 
est coupons or In registered form.

DEDUCTION FOIl TAXES 


In general, taxes are deductible 


only by the person upon whom 
they are imposed. 


Taxes on real estate and per- 


sonal property 
paid during the 


year 1940 are deductible. So-called 
taxes which are assessed against 
local benefits, such 
as 
streets, 


sidewalks, drainage, and other like 
improvements, are not deductible 
but are to be capitalized as they 
tend to increase the value of tho 
property and thus constitute cost 
of a permanent improvement. The 
Federal Income tax may not be 
deducted. The tax on unjust en< 
rlchment—a Federal tax income- 
is not 
deductible. Income 
tax, 


however, paid to the State by an 
Individual on his Income is an 
allowable deduction in his Federal 
Income-tax return. 


Customs duties paid by a per 


son on articles imported for his 
own use are deductible. Import 01 
tariff duties paid to customs of- 
ficers; and business, license, priv- 
ilege, excise, 
and stamp 
taxes 


paid to internal revenue collectors 
ado deductible as taxes, providcc 


Postage 


and is not deductible. 


Federal estate 
and 
gift 
taxes 


and State Inheritance, estate, leg- 
acy, 
or succession taxes on auto- 


mobiles, gasoline, 
cigarettes, and 


liquor are Imposed upon the man- 
ufacturer, producer, or Importer, 
and are not deductible by the pur- 
chaser or consumer. Whether or 
not the gasoline tax, the use tax, 
or the salea tax levied by a State 
may be deducted 
by the Individ- 


ual purchaser depends uopn tho 
erms of the State law imposing 
he tax; consequently, the 
right 


to the deduction, as between pur- 
chaser and seller, varies in tho 
different States.

DEDUCTION FOB INTEREST 
Amounts paid or accrued within 


the taxable year 1940 as interest 
on Indebtedness 
are 
deductible, 


with certain exceptions, from gross 
income In determining net income. 
Deductible items 
include interest 


on borrowed money to defray per- 
sonal property. If 
a person owes 


money on a lien or mrtgage note 
on his home, the amount of the in- 
terest may bo deducted. Indebted- 
ness, however, need not be evi- 
denced by lien, 
judgement, or 


mortgage to make the interest on 
it deductible. Frequently indebt- 
edness is evidenced only by a note. 


Interest paid on indebtedness in- 


curred in the purchase of obliga- 
tions (other than obligations of 
the United States issued after Sep. 
tember 24, 1917, and originally sub- 
scribed for by the 
taxpayer), the 


Interest upon which' Is wholly ex- 
empt from Federal income tax. 
not deductible. 


Interest paid on 
behalf of an- 


other where there is no legal ob- 
ligation on the part of the payot 
Is not deductible by the payer. In 
such cases the amount Is the same 
as a gift. 


As interest paid Is deductible, 


so interest received is taxable (ox 
cept interest on

State, Territory,

Congress, If such corporation is 
an Instrumentality of the United 
States or Its possessions to the 
extent provided in the acts au 
thorizing the issue thereof).
